Jams spark 
petition bid 
on rat-run 

ANGRY Black Country residents 
are stepping up their battle 
against a new one-way system by 
drawing up a petition. 

They claim the system in 
Parkway Road, Dudley, should be 
scrapped as it is causing hold-ups 
in the area. 

More than 100 people have 
already signed the petition in the 
hope the council will change its 
mind. They say the queues outside 
their homes are making their lives 
“hell” and causing chaos in the 
town. 

The road was made one-way six 
weeks ago. People in Parkway 
Road had said drivers were using 
their street as a rat-run. 

Queues are stretching along 
Grange Road, which joins with 
Parkway Road and runs from busy 
Salop Street. Motorists who used 
to cut up Parkway Road to Himley 
Road now have to make their way 
further up Grange Road. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for transportation Coun¬ 
cillor Angus Adams said: “The 
system was put in as a reaction to 
residents’ complaints but these 
things aren’t set in concrete and if 
it turns out that it is making the 
situation worse then I will look 
into it.”

S ECURTIY measures 
at the Black Country 
Living Museum have 
been stepped up after metal 
thieves stole a section of 
overhead cabling, grinding 
tram services to a halt. 

Raiders got into the site on 
Tipton Road, Dudley, during 
the early hours of Tuesday, 
January 11, and removed the 
copper wiring from the 
tramway, cutting off the 
supply to the overhead supply. 

Museum bosses said they were 
“disgusted” by the theft and now 
security has been stepped up to 
prevent further raids. 

A vintage coach service has been 
put in to replace the trams and 
trolleybuses while repairs are 
carried out. 

It is not yet known how much 
repairwork will cost but all main¬ 
tenance will be funded solely by 
the museum. 

Museum spokeswoman Fiona 
Carding said: “The museum is cur¬ 
rently working to repair the over¬ 
head wiring and restore the tram 
service for the enjoyment of our 
visitors. 

“Police are currently investigat¬ 
ing the case but as a result of these 
events the museum is stepping up 
its security to ensure nothing like 
this happens again. 

“It will be a few more weeks 
until the trams are back in service. 
We are currently in the early 
stages on assessment and a sched¬ 


ule of work is being drawn up to 
ensure that the necessary repairs 
are completed as soon as possible. 

“The museum is naturally very 
disappointed by the incident,” she 
added. 

The museum’s trams include 
the Dudley & Stourbridge single¬ 
deck No.5, built in Tividale in 
1920, the No 34, the newly- 
restored open top Wolverhampton 
49 double-decker and an early 
Wolverhampton and Dudley 
Tramway Company horse tram 
which saw final service as Wolver¬ 
hampton Works Car No. 19. 

Director of the museum’s board 
of trustees, Councillor Les Jones, 
also deputy leader of Dudley 
Council, said: “It just shows the 
depths people will plumb to steal. 

Shame 

“Metal is pulling in a good price, 
which is why people have done it 
but is a fairly risky thing to do. 
And it is taking a much-loved 
attraction away from the visitors 
to the museum. It is a great 
shame.” 

A notice has been put on the 
museum’s website informing visi¬ 
tors that “due to operational 
reasons the tram and trolleybuses 
are unavailable until further 
notice.” 

Police spokeswoman Jaspreet 
Jagdev urged anyone with infor¬ 
mation to call 0845 113 5000. 

The incident is the latest in a 
string of metal thefts in the region. 

Since April 2009 there have 
been 85 cable thefts across the 
West Midlands rail network.

I have never met a kinder man - 
speedway boss’s tribute to Les 


A LEGEND of the Black Country 
speedway scene and well-known 
haulage boss has died aged 87. 

Former Cradley Heath Speedway co-promoter 
Les Pottinger was associated with the Cradley 
Heathens for more than three decades. 

The grandfather-of-eight, who lived in Dudley 
for around 50 years, died on Saturday, January 
8, from kidney failure after a long illness. 

He is survived by his wife Roma, 84, and three 
children David, Stella and Julian. 

Mr Pottinger was a keen speedway fan and a 
regular in the stands at Cradley Heathens’ 
former Dudley Wood Stadium. 

He became associated with the club as a 
sponsor through his haulage business LP Trans¬ 
port, now managed by his son David. 


The business was established by Mr Pottinger 
in 1952 and is based, in Hainge Road, Tividale, 
Oldbury. 

“He contributed to the sport in so many ways 
and he was very popular among a large number 
of people,” said David, 52. Mr Pottinger eventu¬ 
ally became part of the Heathens management 
team and was a co-promoter. 

Unsuccessful 

He also sponsored individual riders and 
launched Cradley’s LP Transport Trophy event 
in the 1970s. 

Mr Pottinger’s love for the shale track led him 
to become involved with the consortium offering 
to buy Dudley Wood Stadium from landowners 
Derek Pugh and the Bridgwater family back in 
1995. 


But their bid was unsuccessful with the Hea¬ 
thens eventually being forced to fold. The club 
made its successful comeback as the Dudley 
Heathens this year. 

But due to ill heath Mr Pottinger was unable 
to attend events. Dudley Heathens team 
manager is Mr Pottinger’s grandson Will is 
keeping the family tradition going. 

David said: “This is a very sad time for the 
family and everyone who knew dad, because of 
his illness it was a matter of when rather than if 
and thankfully he passed away peacefully at 
home. 

“He worked until he was 80 and a large part of 
his life was spent enjoying his speedway.” 

Club chairman Nigel Pearson said: “I have 
never met a kinder, nicer man than Les. He was 
generous, loyal and great company.”

SHOPS could soon be 
built on land that has 
blighted Blackheath 
for years.

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Empty shops, offices and 
land to go in council sale 


A SHOP that has lain empty for 
15 years is one of a raft of prop¬ 
erties put up for sale by 
Sandwell Council to raise 
money. 

The authority is trying to save £27 
million and is selling off land and 
buildings across the borough to 
bring in extra cash. 

The portfolio is believed to be 
worth in the region of £4m. 

It includes empty shops offices 
and land across the six towns. 

The former Pullingers electrical 
shop, land on Alexandra Road used 
during the construction of the 
Tipton Tunnel and a Smethwick 


cemetery lodge are among the sites 
to be put up for sale. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet 
member for jobs and economy, said 
the council needs to realise its assets 
as it battles government cuts. 

Example 

He said: “I don’t believe it is 
acceptable for the council to hold on 
to property and land when an effec¬ 
tive use could be found by selling it. 

“It will have the additional benefit 
of clearing up areas by off-loading 
derelict buildings that will then be 
either brought back to life or demol¬ 
ished and redeveloped. 

“The Pullingers shop in Park 


Lane East, Tipton, is a prime 
example. It has been closed for 
around 15 years, since the company 
moved to Union Street. 

“The building has been lying 
empty ever since. 

“Properties like this need to be 
sold off and brought into some kind 
of use.” 

Councillor Jones has assured the 
public that no amenities will be lost 
as a result of the plans to put the 
premises on the market. 

He said: “We can assure people 
any council land designated as a 
park or public space will be pro¬ 
tected as will amenities for the com¬ 
munity.”

Appeals over 
wage scales 
still not heard 

MORE than 100 appeals against new 
wage scales at Sandwell Council are still 
pending - missing the authority’s 
January 1 deadline. 

New salaries were brought in last new 
year, with pay protected for a year for 
1,400 people set to lose out. The council 
promised appeals would be dealt with 
within 12 months. There are still 128 
outstanding out of a total of 1,066 
appeals, with 420 upheld and 518 failed. 

The council said it prioritised appeals 
for those due to lose money first. Six set 
to lose cash are yet to be dealt with. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, cabinet 
member for improvement and efficiency, 
said the six facing a cut were unable to 
complete the process due to illness or 
another valid reason and were a priority.

£2.2m is 
spent on 
school 
taxi runs 


CASH-strapped Dudley 
Council spends more than 
£2.2 million a year on taxis 
taking children to and from 
school, new figures reveal - 
but it hopes to save tens of 
thousands by using public 
transport instead. 

Disabled and vulnerable 
children will be taken to 
school by Dudley Council 
workers rather than taxis 
under new plans. 

Until now the youngsters 
would be transported in a 
taxi if they were incapable 
of walking to school or it was 
judged too dangerous for 
them. 

Now, to save cash, a 
“buddy” will accompany 
them on a bus or, in some 
cases, walk with the child. 

The scheme is being tri¬ 
alled on two children at the 
moment, making a total 
saving of £6,600 per year. 

Safety 

It will now be widened out 
across Years 10 and 11 and 
eventually could be available 
for all age groups. 

Council spokesman Phil 
Parker said it was not yet 
known how many children 
would take part in the 
scheme, so a total saving 
could not be given. 

Figures obtained under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act show the council spent 
£2,219,555 on private taxi 
companies taking young¬ 
sters to school in 2009/10. 

In total 760 pupils were 
transported on 190 school 
days. 

Of these children, 706 had 
special educational needs, 
while five journeys were 
made on medical grounds 
and 14 because of concerns 
over road safety

unload on new footpath

LORRIES delivering to two con¬ 
venience shops in Kinver are 
putting pedestrians in danger by 
parking on pavements newly-laid 
as part of a major makeover of the 
High Street, it is claimed. 

Complaints have been made about 
lorries delivering to Spar and the Co¬ 
op in the village which have no allo¬ 
cated unloading area. 

Traffic is blocked if drivers park in the 
road but unloading on the pavement 
outside the shops or the Constitutional 


Club has prompted safety concerns. There 
are also concerns about the damage the 
vehicles will cause to the smart block 
paving, which as part of a revamp of the 
village centre has cost £900,000. 

Kinver parish council clerk Jenny 
Spaull told a public meeting that 34 large 
lorries and 20 smaller ones delivered to 
the Co-op alone each week. 

Progress 

She has contacted the Co-op head office 
about the problem of parking on pave¬ 
ments. She also said: “We have written to 
the shops to ask them to 
speak to the drivers and 
ask them to park consider¬ 
ately” 

Councillor Henry 

Williams wanted to know if 
there was any progress in 
the long-running effort to 
get a fence between the 
Spar and the Co-op pulled 
down to make a car park 
which the trucks could 
access. He said: “It is a 
safety issue.” 

He was advised by an 
officer from South 
Staffordshire District 
Council there is some 
resistance to the idea from 
the managers at Spar. 

As part of the High 
Street works, which were 
completed at the end of 
November 2010, benches 
are still to be installed 
along the road and council¬ 
lors are asking the district 
council to do so as a matter 
of urgency to prevent 
lorries parking on pave¬ 
ments. 

In the minutes of a previ¬ 
ous council meeting, Mrs 
Spaull said she had been 
advised by police that it is 
not an offence for lorries to 
park on the pavement and 
unload as long as pedestri¬ 
ans are able to pass. 


‘Ferry’ service 
is to carry on 


A TEMPORARY park- 
and-ride scheme for hos¬ 
pital workers in Dudley 
will be kept open a 
further three months 
while a dispute over 
parking passes is 
resolved. 

It will cost the health 
trust which runs Russells 
Hall Hospital £30,000 per 
month to use to the Dread¬ 
nought Road site in Pen- 
snett until the end of March. 

Around 3,300 workers, 
who had applied for 
permits, have been granted 
temporary access to all hos¬ 
pital car parks, including 
Deadnought Road, until a 
final decision about who is 
allowed a pass is made. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “To aid parking 
at Russells Hall Hospital for 
those staff who work shifts, 
need to visit patients at 
home or move between sites, 
I have sent out a personal 


appeal asking staff who do 
not need their car on site to 
make use of the car park at 
Dreadnought Road.” 

The trust has already 
spent £1,075,000 ferrying 
staff between the Russells 
Hall site and the temporary 
car park in Dreadnought 
Road, Pensnett since Febru¬ 
ary 2009. 

Deducted 

It was set up while work 
on a new £6million staff car 
park, which opened in 
December, was completed. 

Bosses said they would 
recoup the extra cost 
through parking charges 
and by reclaiming VAT. 

In 2008, the hospital allo¬ 
cated half its capital budget 
of £12 million to building the 
multi-storey car park. 

The hospital has imposed 
monthly fees of between £5 
and £15 which will be 
deducted from wages when 
introduced next month.

“It’s very exciting to be the youngest to do it,” Tom 
said. “It was fantastic, I loved it.” He added: “I have 
always been fascinated by planes. 

“When we have gone on holiday - from our first one 
to Spain when I was seven -1 have always been excited 
about the flight.” 

Tom wants to secure his pilot licence when he is 17. 



Roofer put on 
sex register 


A DUDLEY roofer will 
spend five years on the 
sex offenders register 
after “grabbing the 
backsides” of two 
women. 

Vijay Mehmi, aged 30, of 
Firs Street, had denied two 
charges of sexual assault 
during a trial at Dudley 
Magistrates Court last 
week. 

After being found guilty, 
he was given a three-year 
community order and must 
undergo three years’ super¬ 
vision from probation offi¬ 
cers. The court heard that 
Mehmi went to a tombola 
stand being run by one of 


the victims. Mr Mark 
Cooper, prosecuting, said 
Mehmi made “suggestive 
comments” to her. 

When another woman 
came to help the victim, 
Mehmi continued to make 
the comments, he said. 

When one of the women 
turned around, he “grabbed 
her backside”. Mehmi then 
did the same to the other 
woman, Mr Cooper said. 

During the trial, Mehmi 
claimed that the victims 
could not identify him as 
their backs were turned. 

Mehmi was ordered to 
pay £300 costs and £100 
compensation to each 
victim. 


Jobs at risk as food 
depot faces the axe 


Yobs on railways 
top up 1,000 cases 


UP to 250 jobs are at risk 
under plans to shut a 
frozen food distribution 
centre in the Black 
Country. 

The Co-operative Group 
has announced its depot in 
Amber Way, Halesowen, 
will close in June 2012. 

Bosses said staff would be 
redeployed to other sites 
where possible but warned 
“some redundancies” were 
“likely”. 

Deliveries from Hale¬ 
sowen will be transferred to 
The Co-operative Group’s 
new regional distribution 


centres on Merseyside and 
in Hampshire. 

A statement issued by the 
firm said: “Efforts will be 
made to redeploy the 250 
staff where possible, includ¬ 
ing to other nearer depots, 
but it is likely that there will 
be some redundancies.” 

Review 

Bosses said the decision 
to close the Halesowen site 
had been made after a 
review of its distribution 
network following its acqui¬ 
sition of the Somerfield 
supermarket chain in 2009. 


Mark Leonard, The Co¬ 
operative Group’s regional 
head of logistics, said: “The 
acquisition of Somerfield 
meant we had to thoroughly 
review our distribution 
network nationwide, so we 
could continue to provide 
our enlarged store estate 
with an excellent service. 

“This in no way reflects 
the commitment and hard 
work of staff at Halesowen.” 

The firm has also 
announced the closure of its 
frozen food distribution 
centre in Norfolk with the 
loss of up to 90 jobs. 


MORE than 1,000 
offences including vio¬ 
lence, harassment and 
drunk and disorderly 
behaviour were recorded 
by British Transport 
Police on trains and at 
stations in the West Mid¬ 
lands in the past two 
years, according to latest 
figures. 

They ranged from “low 
level misbehaviour” by foot¬ 
ball fans, through to aggres¬ 
sion towards rail staff. 

In total 696 incidents 
were recorded in 2008/09 


and 682 last year. They 
included 415 for public 
order offences, the most 
common crime recorded by 
the police in the last two 
years. 

The figures were released 
following a Freedom of 
Information request. 

Damage 

There were 144 cases of 
public order offences includ¬ 
ing distress last year alone - 
a huge rise compared to just 
a single reported incident in 
2008/9. 

But increased numbers of 


police officers on the beat 
and train staff reporting 
bad behaviour on Midland 
railways are helping the 
fight against crime, a 
leading officer said. 

West Midlands sector 
inspector Chief Inspector 
Allan Gregory said: “Train 
operators are attuned to the 
damage anti-social behav¬ 
iour can have on their 
patronage and they quickly 
raise their concerns and 
encourage their staff to 
report offences, or highlight 
any concerns, immediately.” 


Woman spared prison 
over dog terror attack 


A BLACK Country dog owner has avoided jail after her pet “viciously” 
attacked a woman passing by with her children and left her needing 
surgery on deep wounds to her hands. 

The large bull terrier-type dog escaped from Sarah Billingham’s back garden 
and attacked Majma Bi, who was walking down the street outside with her 
young children. 

Billingham, of Adelaide Street, Brierley Hill, had tied the family pet up with a piece of 
frayed rope, Dudley Magistrates Court heard last Wednesday. The dog will now be 
destroyed. The victim was left with five deep cuts to her right palm and a two-inch wound 
on the back of the hand. She also had a number of slashes on her left hand, said Miss Rosie 
Sivia, prosecuting. 

A neighbour had to drag the animal from the victim after it leaped on her and bit her, 
the court heard. Billingham, aged 25, was given a 12-month community order and told to 
carry out 100 hours of unpaid work. Billingham must pay £2,000 costs. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson said: “It must have been absolutely terrifying for this 
poor woman and her chil¬ 
dren. Your dog viciously 
attacked her and I’m afraid 
there’s nothing that can be 
done to prevent it being 
destroyed.” 

District Judge Wilkinson 
told Billingham he would 
not make her pay compensa¬ 
tion as he expected the 
victim to sue her for the July 
8 attack. He added: “Many 
people in this country have a 
pre-occupation with owning 
large, powerful dogs as a 
status symbol.” 

Billingham was told she 
would have faced prison but 
the sentence was reduced 
due to her “good character”. 

District Judge Wilkinson 
said: “You are a law-abiding 
citizen with no previous con¬ 
victions. But dogs like this 
are potentially very danger¬ 
ous and it is important they 
are not allowed to escape.” 

Mr Phillip Haycock, 
defending, said Billingham 
had taken the dog in 
because it was too big for the 
previous owner to look after. 

He said it had not been pro¬ 
voked or bred for fighting. 

Billingham pleaded guilty 
to allowing her dog to be out 
of control in a public place 
and cause an injury. 


Assurances 
on future of 


social 

FRONTLINE services 
such as social care will be 
the last to suffer as a 
result of spending cuts, 
Black Country council 
leaders have vowed. 

Members assured a 
meeting of Dudley Council’s 
cabinet last week that 
upcoming budget cuts of 
£22million would come first 
and foremost from “service 
modernisation and 

improved efficiency”, with 
minimal impact on quality. 

They denied accusations 
from opposition councillors 
that they “had it in” for the 
people of Dudley. 

Cabinet member for 
finance Councillor David 
Blood said: “We have said for 
some time that difficult deci- 


care 


sions will have to be 
made.This budget report 
addresses those decision, 
which we have made in light 
of 13 years of excess by the 
previous government.” 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Councillor 
Liz Walker, also faced tough 
questions over whether chil¬ 
dren in care would suffer 
and reiterated the promise 
to find the savings from back 
office-type work, not remov¬ 
ing services from the front 
line. 

Among the first victims of 
the cuts will be the 
borough’s hanging baskets 
which is expected to save 
£30,000. 

Charitable donations are 
also expected to be pruned 
by £10,000.

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Review 
on care 
follows 
death 


NURSING procedures 
have been reviewed fol¬ 
lowing the death of a 
Black Country woman 
who had been rushed 
into hospital with 
stomach pains. 

Wendy Nock, aged 35, suf¬ 
fered with spina bifida from 
birth meaning she was 
wheelchair-bound. 

But she started experi¬ 
encing stomach pains and 
was taken to Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital on Sep¬ 
tember 22, 2009. 

Miss Nock, of Birming¬ 
ham New Road, Dudley, 
died on September 30. An 
inquest heard nursing staff 
had not kept proper records 
about her condition during 
her hospital stay. 

Unacceptable 

Black Country Coroner 
Mr Robin Balmain gave a 
short narrative verdict at 
the inquest and said the 
management of fluid 
balance charts had been 
“unacceptable”. 

Speaking after the 
hearing, hospital trust chief 
executive Paula Clark said: 
“We would like to express 
our sincere condolences to 
the family of Miss Wendy 
Nock. 

“The trust recognises 
that, at the time of her 
death, there were issues 
with the recording of fluid 
intake and output on some 
nursing documentation, 
which was unacceptable. 

“Since then improve¬ 
ments have been made 
which the coroner was satis¬ 
fied addressed these 
issues.” 

Following the hearing 
Miss Nock’s father Harold 
said he was considering 
taking further legal advice. 

Support for 
bank holiday 

PLANS for a bank holiday to 
mark St George’s Day have 
been backed by the leader of 
Sandwell Council’s Conserva¬ 
tive group. 

Councillor Ray Nock has 
backed the St George’s Day 
and St David’s Day Bill, put 
forward by Stratford-upon- 
Avon MP Nadhim Zahawi, 
which has been accepted and 
will now go on to a second 
reading. 

Mr Zahawi told MPs that 
people in England and Wales 
are entitled to fewer national 
holidays than many other 
countries in Europe and said 
he was “saddened” in recent 
years to see “the symbols of our 
patriotism being hijacked by 
the fringe right wing”.

“We are currently under¬ 
taking roofing works as part 
of the year one plan to 
ensure the building is wind 
and weather proof and 
internal works will follow.”

Professor Carl Chinn said 
the authority misinter¬ 
preted the 1894 covenant on 
the building saying it must 
be reserved as “a library, 
police station, fire station or 
other public purpose”.

The committee heard 
the bar’s owners had sub¬ 
mitted a retrospective 
planning application last 
October which was 
refused.

THE owner of an 18th century ances¬ 
tral home near Stourbridge said he 
had been given new hope of saving his 
home, despite his plans being hit by a 
further delay. 

A scheme to build 14 homes in the 
grounds of Wordsley Manor would raise 
£400,000 for renovations to the stately 
home. The Grade II listed building has 
been home to Christopher Firmstone’s 
family for 160 years. 

Mr Firmstone, aged 73, says parts of the 
house, off Meadowfields Close in Wordsley, 
are in a dilapidated state and the family 
could be forced to sell up due to the high 
cost of the works. 

Developers Selbourne Homes have been 
embroiled in a row with conservation 
group Natural England over the future of 
wildlife on the site. 

Positive 

Dudley Council’s development control 
committee last week agreed to defer the 
planning application for the new homes. 

The delay aims to give Selbourne Homes 
more time to draw up a suitable scheme to 
help protect slow worms and bats found at 
the site. 

Mr Firmstonesaid he was “heartened” 
that the plan had not been rejected. 

“I think that it is positive that they 
didn’t dismiss the plan and I am hopeful 
that another strategy can be organised so 
as to overcome these difficulties,” he said. 

“I’m actually extremely heartened by 
the decision and hope these wildlife issues 
can be cleared up.” 

Natural England objected as it says the 
developers do not have a scheme to protect 
slow worms at the site.

A BID for almost £100,000 to help 
fund an adventure playground for 
youngsters in Dudley will be submit¬ 
ted to Children in Need, it has been 
revealed. 

Dudley Council is desperately seeking 
funding to cover the running costs of the 
Sycamore Adventure site, on the Old Park 
Farm estate, before Government funding 
dries up in March. 

The centre is used by more than 700 chil¬ 
dren. An application will now be submitted 
to the charity for a grant of £33,000 a year 
over a three-year period. 

The council is also looking at other 
funding options and considering charging 
families to use the centre. At the moment 
the service is free. 

It comes after the centre’s revenue 
grant, which covers running costs such as 
staff salaries, was cut from £130,000 to 
£65,000 in 2010/11. The funding will end in 
March. 

Hammocks 

It is expected to cost £130,000 to run the 
service in 2011/12. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member for 
education, Councillor Liz Walker said in a 
report: “Additional revenue funding needs 
to be sought to sustain and develop the 
service from April 2011.” 

The bid will be submitted in the coming 
weeks. The play site opened in July as part 
of the £2.6 million PlayPathfinder project 
funded by the Government. 

Used by individual children as well as 
schools, it employs two full-time staff and 
seasonal staff. It includes a desert island 
with boat, hammocks and a palm tree, a 
carved dragon where children can enjoy 
storytelling sessions, an indoor play barn 
and cantilever swing. 


A BLACK Country arts festival is set to 
return this year despite no money yet being 
available to fund it. 

The first Sandwell Arts Festival was held in 
the borough last year and was deemed a massive 
success with at least 17,000 people taking part. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for youth, culture 
and leisure, Councillor Ann Shackleton is now 
being asked to support proposals for a second fes¬ 


tival this year at a meeting next Tuesday. 
However, a report to Councillor Shackleton 
states at the moment there is no money to fund 
it. The report states that the Arts Council has 
indicated an interest in seeing a second festival, 
however the council needs to find £10,000 in 
order to secure £15,000 match funding from the 
Arts Council. 

This year’s festival is proposed to have a theme 
of “industrial heritage”.

A TIPTON pub that has raised 
thousands of pounds in memory 
of a soldier killed in Afghanistan 
has won two awards.

Dedicated 

Bosses say no specific amount 
of cash has been set aside for the 
scheme and each request will be 
dealt with on a case-by-case basis. 

Councillor David Simms, 
cabinet member for housing, said: 
“By moving from a four-bedroom 
house to a one bedroom property 
tenants could reduce their bills up 
to £2,000 a year - which is a sig¬ 
nificant saving in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

“People are often put off the 
idea of moving as they feel there 
will be too much inconvenience 
and paperwork to get through. 

“But with this scheme they will 
be helped by a dedicated officer,” 
he added. 

Tenants moving from family 
houses to flats or one bedroom 
bungalows will also get high pri¬ 
ority for a home of their choice.

SECURITY staff at Dudley’s main 
hospital are being verbally abused by 
workers angry at new parking 
arrangements, forcing bosses to issue 
a directive to employees to be nicer. 

Chief executive Paula Clark sent letters 
to Russells Hall Hospital staff after 
reports of security workers being insulted. 

It follows plans for a permit scheme 
being thrown into chaos in a dispute over 
who is allowed a space. 

Firms running some hospital services 
have now refused to apply new parking 
restrictions to their workers. 

Everyone has temporary access to staff 
car parks on a ‘first-come-first-served 
basis while the issue is resolved. 

Determine 

Ms Clark said the trust was monitoring 
spaces, traffic flows and bottlenecks at 
peak times. Capacity exercises involving 
directing staff to a new multi-storey car 
park and preventing them parking on 
front staff car parks were being done. 

These would help determine the number 
of passes handed out to staff, she said. 

“Unfortunately, a number of staff were 
extremely abusive to the Interserve staff 
last Tuesday. 

“Staff who are verbally abusive to the 
security team carrying out their job will 
have their registration numbers 
recorded.” 

Around 3,500 people have now applied 
for 1,230 parking permits at Dudley hospi¬ 
tals.

PARLIAMENT has only just reconvened after the 
Christmas break and already there has been plenty to 
talk about. 

First and foremost is my decision to vote against the Gov¬ 
ernment last week during proceedings to consider clause 18 — 
the so called sovereignty clause — of the European Union Bill. 

Thanks to the actions of Brown and Blair the British people 
never got a vote on the huge transfers of power from Britain 
to Brussels which took place during the last 13 years of 
Labour Govrnment, not least — latterly — as a result of the 
Lisbon Treaty. 

Other European countries held referendums on Lisbon - 
either as a constitutional requirement or because their gov¬ 
ernments felt that such a significant European treaty should 
be put to their people - but not Britain.

DAVID Cameron and his Conservative govern¬ 
ment should have made three New Year’s resolu¬ 
tions to help people in Dudley — jobs, jobs and 
more jobs.

Last year Labour 
raised £3.5 billion from 
the banks. This year, the 
Tories are raising just a 
third of that. 

They are raising more 
money from ordinary 
families with cuts in tax 
credits and EMAs than 
they are taking from the 
millionaire fat cat 
bankers who caused the 
crisis in the first place. 

A measured, balanced 
approach is the best way 
to keep the recovery on 
track and get the deficit 
down. 

But the Tory-led Gov¬ 
ernment’s plan to go too 


far and too fast in tack¬ 
ling that deficit is not 
only avoidable, it’s 
downright dangerous. 

No major economy 
around the world is 
cutting their deficit at 
the reckless pace being 
followed here in the UK. 

Their decision to go 
too far and too fast on 
the deficit is a gamble 
with growth and jobs. 

Their plans will hit 
jobs - not just in the 
public sector but in 
private sector firms too. 

Don’t take my work 
for it. The Government’s 
own forecasts show we 
will see the slowest 
recovery for 40 years. 

And if jobs are lost it 
will even end up costing 
us more as every 
100,000 added to the 
dole queue costs the tax¬ 
payer half a billion 
pounds in benefit spend¬ 
ing alone. 

While the recovery is 
still fragile the Govern¬ 
ment should think again 
on hitting the economy 
with a £13bn VAT rise 
and a £20bn public 
spending reduction.

We need to make sure 
small businesses in 
places like Dudley have 
access to the capital they 
need to grow. 

It makes no sense that 
the Government has 
banned small busi¬ 
nesses from accessing 
the Regional Growth 
Fund. And the Govern¬ 
ment has not got bank 
lending going to small 
businesses. 

Rising 

Then there are real 
worries about rising 
youth unemployment. 
The Government should 
keep the Future Jobs 
Fund, so we don’t see 
another lost generation 
like we did in the 1980s. 

And the construction 
sector has powered 
much of the recovery 
we’ve seen. 

So investment in 
transport and housing 
infrastructure should be 
supported by ensuring 
the banks pay their fair 
share rather than just 
paying billions of 
pounds in bonuses.

A MODEL racing car 
enthusiast who 
burgled a rival’s 
home to steal equip¬ 
ment he wanted to 
make his own vehi¬ 
cles faster has been 
jailed for three years. 

Mark Lake raided the 
house in Dudley after 
reaching through a cat 
flap in the back door to 
grab the key and 
snatched property 
including the keys to a 
powerful Subaru car. 

In the boot were 
remote control systems 
that Lake wanted to use 
for his own model cars 
but as he drove away in 
the Subaru he crashed 
into a parked car, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The 30-year-old, of 
Westbourne Road, West 
Bromwich, had denied 
burglary theft and 
aggravated vehicle 
taking but was con¬ 
victed at trial.

Council chief defends blog 


AN ONLINE diary written 
by the chief executive of 
Sandwell Council is costing 
taxpayers thousands of 
pounds a year to run. 

The council’s chief execu¬ 
tive Jan Britton’s ‘Word on 
the Street’ internet blog, 
which is aimed at council 
workers, will cost more than 


£4,000 a year to run on top of 
one-off set up costs of £4,610. 

He has defended the cost 
of the site saying it is “pretty 
good value for money”. 

The full costs of the blog 
were revealed by Mr Britton 
on the blog website. 

Mr Britton, who took up 
the interim post in Septem¬ 


ber, said: “I think the blog is 
a great way to communicate, 
share ideas and broaden the 
discussion. Every day 950 
council employees who have 
subscribed to the blog 
receive direct emails and 
between 800 and 1,000 
employees log onto the blog 
to read it on the web.” 


A life in rhyme - how

A POET from Halesowen has

All-wheel drive A1 put through paces 


T HE Audi A1 quattro prototype, 
which aims to bring all-wheel- 
drive to the premium subcom¬ 
pact hatchback segment for the first 
time, is currently undergoing a 
baptism of fire grappling with freez¬ 
ing conditions on Canada’s densely 
snow-packed roads. 

The one-off development car is one of 
the stars of the ‘Fascination of quattro’ 
event taking place in Montreal to cele¬ 
brate the past, present and future of the 
pioneering four-wheel-drive system, 
which reached its 30th anniversary in 
2010. 

It reaffirms the brand’s commitment, 
made at the 2010 Paris Motor Show, to 
underpin future high performance vari¬ 
ants of the Al with this proven driver aid. 

The latest member of the burgeoning 
quattro family uses technology very 
similar to that used in A3 and TT models. 

At its core is an electronically con¬ 
trolled, hydraulically actuated multi¬ 
plate clutch located in front of the rear 


axle for an optimized distribution of 
weight. Inside is a package of plates that 
rotate in an oil bath. 

During normal driving, the clutch 
sends most of the engine’s power to the 
front wheels. 

If the front axle loses grip, the clutch 
can instantly transfer torque to the rear 
axle by forcing the plate packages 
together. 

A pressure reservoir helps the electric 
pump to develop the necessary oil pres¬ 
sure. 

The UK Al range currently offers a 
choice of ten front-wheel-driven models 
powered by 1.2-litre TFSI (86PS) and 
1.4-litre TFSI (122PS) petrol engines 
and a 1.6-litre TDI (105PS) diesel, and is 
priced from £13,420 to £18,665 on the 
road. 

Even before it filters into the most 
diminutive of Audi models, the quattro 
system is already a feature of over 120 
variants in the Audi line-up, from the A3 
hatchback through to the R8 super car.
